came alongside and approached the ac- |’ 


commodation ladder on the forward 
part of the imprisoned liner. 
Passengers lined the steamship’s rails 
and gave a cheer as the: officers and 
ceck men‘ assisted the first boatload 
of Women ‘to their. places in the surf 
hoat. 

.The. captains of the life phiiele crews 
from Loné. Hill, . Blue Point and Point 
0’ Woods stations said they felt sure the 
transfer would be effected without ac- 
cident. 


Tug Receives Them. 

The sea was found to be running too 
high for the life boats, with the pas- 
sengers in transit,:to make the trip to 
the Prinz Wilhelm safely, The” life 
boats consequently ran alongside the 
tug’ Timmins, on the lee side of the 
Irene, and put their passengers on, 
board. The tug léft the Irene with her 
first load at 2:19 p.m. ™ 

The Timmins made the run of about a 
mile separating the Irene from the 
Prince Friedrich Wilhelm in 10 
utes, and prepared to unload her pas- 
sengers. 

Shortly before 3 o’clock five surf boats 
were put into service in addition to the 
two tugs in transferring passengers 
from the Irene to the Wilhelm. 

The Prinzess Irene was this morning 
stuck fast in ‘the sands of Fire Island 
Beach—on the edge of the ‘‘graveyard of 
the Altantic,’”’ the treacherous pit which 
skirts Long Island on the séuth. 

Life savers patrolled. the beach all 
hight, in readiness for any emergency 
which might render it ‘necessary to re- 
move the passengers immediately. That

constant possibility, as a rising wind 
was piling great swells higher against 
the ship's side.

colder weather during the day. The 
tugs which had pulled at her at high 
tide this morning had hauled the stern 
of the vesse) -26 degrees from her 
original position, but their efforts 
had unfortunately pushed the stern 
deeper into the sandbar. 

Capt. Charles W. Baker of the life 
savers felt no concern about the safs- 
ty of the passengers. “If they had .o 
they could remain on the steamer 
two or three days in such weather 
as this, but if an unexpected storm 
comes Up, it will mean a resort. to 
the breeches buoy,” ne said. 

There was no evidence early today 
that the vessel had Sprung even the 
slightest leak, but the life savers 
thought that a couple of day’s pound- 
ing would buckle some of her plates. 

The passengers show no apprehension 
over their enforced stay on the shoals. 
Some of them’ played bridge whist in the 
cabin, while others attended the band 
coneert. Neither do the steerage pas- 
sengers show any fear.

Charles P. John- 
son, who was Wainwright’s attorney 
when he tried to get former Circuit 
Attorney Sager to drop the indictment, 
said his main plea then was based on 
the claim that Turner and Philip Stock 
turned State’s evidence with the under- 
standing that their testimony would not 
be used against Wainwright. 

“That was my claim in my talk with 
Mr. Sager,”’ he explained to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter Friday. ‘“‘Gov. Folk, how- 
ever, did not recognize it. He denied 
that he had promised he would not use 
Stock’s testimony and Turner’s against 
Wainwright. 

“T urged also that since the case 
against Nicolaus had failed, it was ev- 
ident that there was not enough evi- 
dence to make an_ indictment stand 
against Wainwright. ' 

“T did not, as has been reported, say 
that Wainwright would give large sums 
to charity if he were permitted to re- 
turn unmolested to St. Louis. 

‘When my effort to get leniency from 


‘| Mr. Sager failed, I withdrew from the 


case, and notified those who were in- 
terested in Wainwright, and who had 
retained me, that I could do nothing 
further. Since then I have had nothing 
to do with the case, and know nothing 
of Wainwright’s present return.”’ 


FOLK FAILED IN 
PLAN HE HAD TO

Wainwright was indicted in i902 for 
bribery in connection with the Suburban 





Louis. 

When the indictment was returned he 
was traveling in Egypt. 

He remained away from America and 
for nearly ten years has been a residen 
of Paris, France. ' 

Wainwright was abroad when former 
Circuit Attorney Joseph W. Folk began 
probing the-bribery scandais in St. 
Louis. He was one of the directors of 
the St. Louis & Suburban Railroad Co., 
whose name was signed to notes for 
$185,000 to procure the passage of a 
franchise bill. 

He was indicted for bribery and never 
returned to St. Louis. Efforts were 
made by Folk to have him extradited, 
but they were unsuccessful. Wainwright 
went to Paris to dive and had a fine 
home there. 

During the administration of Arthur 
N. Sager as Circuit Attorney efforts 
were made to have the _ indictment 
against Wainwright , nolle prossed: 
Charies P. Johuson, Wainwright's attor- 
ney in criminal matters, and Franklin 
Ferriss, now Judge of the Supreme 
Court, interceded with Sager to dismiss 
the indictment, but he refused. 

The case against Wainwright was 
similar to that against Henry Nicolaus, 
another Suburban director, who also 
was indicted.

Folk Asked to Take Charge. 

After Seebert G. Jones was elected 
Circuit Attorney he asked Folk to take 
charge of the Wainwright prosecution 
if the millionaire brewer ever returned 
to St. Louis. 

Folk has said repeatedly that there 
was valid and existing evidence against 
Wainwright, and jntimated that the 
prosecution would not have to rely upon 
the alleged Turner confession. 

It was reported in July, 1909, that 
Wainwright was coming home, and it 
was then that Circuit Attorney Jones 
called on Folk and asked him to prose- 
cute the case. Folk, at that time, prom- 
ised Jones he wou'd aid in the prose- 
cution of the case if Wainwright re- 
turned to St. Louis. 

It was Major Richard McDonnell, now 
inspector of police, who gave testimony 
before the Senate investigating commit- 
tee, that Jeptha D. Howe asked him to 
get the Turner confession out of 
Sager’s safe. Sager, testifying before 
the same committee, declared that much 
pressure had been brought upon him to 
induce him to dismiss the case. 

“They tried hard to beat me out of 
that case,” Sager testified. 

St. Louis friends of Wainwright often 
visited him. in Paris and urged him to 
return.

at her apartments on South street, but

A big stir was created in social and 
last Friday when an- 
nouncement was made that Mayor Lee 
and Mrs. Cozzens had been quietly mar- 
ried the night before. 

The day following their marriage, the 
Mayor and his bride were at the city 
hall, discharging the duties of their of- 
fiees. Mayor Lee appeared in a happy 
frame of mind, and spent the day receiv- 
ing congratulations. He has not been 
at his office since that day. 

Mayor Lee's first wife died about two 
years ago, leaving two children, Leslie, 
aged 2, and Mildred, 14. 


Children Leave Home. 
When the two children heard of the

litical actilvties of Japan in Mexico, 
jis a fabrication eut of whole cloth. 

1] The facts as set forth are that Presi- 
dent Taft was told by Wilson, Am- 
bassador to Mexico, that the whole of 

|| Mexico was “‘boiling;” that Diaz was 
seated on a political volcano, the erup- 
tion of which at any moment might 
menace the lives of 40,000 American cit!- 
zens in Mexico and a billion dollars of 
property there. 

President Taft was further told that 
Dias was unable to cope successfully 
with the revolution, that the forces of 
the Mexican Government were entirely 
inadequate for the restoration of order, 
with actual armed opposition to the 
Federal authority in many parts of the 
country, and that 90 per cent of the in- 
habitants (who so far had taken no 
part in the revolution) were in favor 
of Diaz’s retirement. 

Kaotty Problem for Taft. 

This presented a knotty problem, as 
the only lawful successor Diaz could 
have under the Mexican constitution is 
Senor Corrali, the vice-president, whose 
physical condition is such as to in- 
capacitate him from assuming the reing 
of government. Taft felt obliged to 
take such precautions as would enable 
him at a moment’s notice to protect 
American lives and property. He, there- 
fore as commanéder-in-chief of the army, 
ordered Major-General Wood, chief of 
staff, to mobilize a sufficient force on 
the Mexican border to deal with any 
emergency. 

The President accompanied his orders 
with a letter clearly stating the reasons 
which led him to take this action, 
specifically declaring that he did so 
as @ preventive measure, as he very 
much doubted whether he had author- 
ity to send the troops into Mexico and 
would certainly not do so without the 
consent and authority of Congress. 

This letter has been read by the 
President to several Senators and mem- 
bers of the Foreign Affairs Committee 
of the House who have called on him, 
and is believed to have satisfied men 
of every shade of political opinion that 
Taft acted wisely and for the best. 

Divergence of Opinions. 

There is a wide divergence of epinion 
about some of the other matters touched 
on in the State papers, and when Con- 
gress meets Monday a joint resolution 
wil. be introduced requesting the Presi- 
dent to communicate to Congress the 
diplomatic correspondence and whatever 
other information can be published, not 
incompatible with the public interest. 

Considerable dissatisfaction has been 
xpressed at the manner in which Agsist- 
ant Secretary of State Huntington Wil- 
son conducted part of the negotiations 
with Senor De la Barra, the former 
Megican Ambassador to the United 
‘| States. Huntington Wilson unsparingly 
blamed the American press for their 
treatment of the Mexican situation, and 
placed himself on record in an important 
‘Giplomatic conference in terms which 
would be bitterly resented by the news- 
papers of this country if the papers 
were published. 

Would Avoid Intervention. 

It ts earnestly hoped by -Taft’s ad- 
ministration that the Dias and Madero 
factions will be ablo to settle their dif- 
ferences between themselves. There is 
a very strong feeling in the House of 
Representatives that intervention in 
Mexico must be avoided if possible, but 
it is realized that the extensien of civil | 
war throughout Mexico would lead - 
to the killing of American citizeng and 
to the destruction of millions of dol- 
lars of American property, which would 
force intervention. 

Major-General Weod telegraphed late 
Thureday afternoon to Major-General 
Carter at Gan Antonio te suspend the 
order sending the Ninth (megro) Cavairy 
away from San Antonie te de patrol 
duty on the border. The reason given 
at the War Departmbént was that at the

Green Bugs Are Again Reported 
in Kansas and Okla- 


homa. 


Wheat weakened Thursday in the early 
market, then made a slow, steady recovery. 
The decline was based on clearing and sea- 
sonable weather over the winter grain belt, 
more favorable foreign reports and Argen- 
tine, Australian and Indian shipments, to- 
taling 8.344,000 bu, against only 5,524,000 
bu last year. 

The rally came on buying by an over- 
extended short interest, and reports received 
by Dr. T. J. Headlee, State Entomologist 
of Kansas, that Okiat bugs have appeared 





in Northeastern klahoma and Southeast- 
ern Kansas. 

Headlee, in commenting on the situation, 
Says that both the parasitic and predacious 
foes are everywhere present in the Oklahoma 
infestation, which means that little dam- 
age is expected. He says warm weater 
would save the situation, as high tempera- 
tures retard the activity of the green bug and 
promote the energies of the parasite, which 
feeds -upon them. 

On the other hand, according to 1. = 
P. Harter, Government Demonstrator in 
Agriculture, of Oklahoma, the rains of this 
week have improved the condition of wheat 
in his jurisdiction at least 50 per cent, 
and what before promised to.make but a 
partial crop, with normal conditions until 
harvest, will turn out to be a good crop.
